Post Cards From Europe

PARIS, Aug. 22.—Postage stamp 
collectors are believed to be, as a claw, 
among the most eccentric people in 
the w’orld. 
Some months ago when the French 
government created its sinking fund 
and invited voluntary contributions, it 
was decided to issue a special stamp 
which would have a postage value of 
only 1 fr. 50, but would be sold for 10 
francs. The remaining 8 fr. 50 would 
go into the sinking fund. 
It 
was 
expected 
that 
collectofs 
would rush to buy the new stamp. 
Two millions were printed, but to the 
disappointment of the treasury, only 
400,000 were sold before the stamp 
was withdrawn from sale 
Of these, 
comparatively few were bought by 
collectors and dealers. 
Today the dealers are waking up to 


the fact of the stamp's rarity, with 
the result that if you want one for 
your collection it is probable you will 


have to pay at least double the orig­ 
inal cost of the stamp.

PARIS, Aug. 22.—Here Is one pos­ 
sible sequence tn the adhesion of 
Prance to the Kellogg pact to outlaw 
war—general officers of the French 
Army once more mav wear red trou­ 
sers, gold braid, and plumes. 
Such finery is admittedly for peace­ 
ful display. 
It was worn before the 
war. 
Early in the conflict certain 
units went into the field in red trou­ 
sers but the art of camouflage did 
away with them. 
Horizon blue and 
Khaki were decreed as most suitable 
for the grim business of fighting. 
Today, ten years after the Armis­ 
tice, campaign uniforms are still be­ 
ing worn by officers and enlisted men. 
A general officer is d'jstinguished on­ 
ly by his stripes and the gold leaves 
on his hat. 
But now France and other world 
powers 
are 
preparing to sign 
the 
Kellogg pact 
promising 
abstention 
from at least 
aggressive 
warfare. 
Campaign uniforms are no longer im­ 
perative for all occasions because, ac­ 
cording to the outlawing of war, plus 
Locarno and the League of Nations 
to which France is obligated, there 
will be no more campaigns—at least 
not so precipitate but that the quar­ 
term aster will have time to give out 
new field equipment. 
W hat must the well-dressed gen­ 
eral wear? Even marshals, who rank 
generals, disagree on this subject. 
M arshal Petain, defender of Ver­ 
dun, and General Debeney, who plug­ 


ged the gap at Mondidier would car­ 
ry on in the horizon blue of 1914-18. 
The Press has a lot to say about the 
question and appears to side with 
the advocates of more splendor, crit­ 
icising the display of uniforms in the 
last Bastile Day military review. 
“The 
disappearance 
of beautiful 
spactacles hurts cur national pride,” 
writes Lambert Franc in the “Figaro.” 
“Let us have uniform worthy of our 
role in the world. If not the feather­ 
ed hat of a corp commander—and 
why not?—at least epaulettes of gold 
and silver, ornamented belts and oth­ 
er embellishments.”

Dr. James K. Pollock 
Addresses Lions Club 


Governmental Efficiency Theme 
Of Local Educator Recent­ 
ly Returned From 
Abroad 


“Governmental Efficiency” was the 
subject of the interesting discourse 
that Dr. James K. Pollock, professor 
of political science at the University 
of Michigan and a former resident of 
this city, delivered before the mem­ 
bers of the New Castle Lions club at 
I heir weekly meeting at the Elks club 
Tuesday at noon. 
Dr. Pollock’s talk was exceptional, 
and was one that related the differ­ 
ent workings of our great government, 
nation, state, county and city. 
He 
explained that our industrial effi­ 
ciency might be classed as the best, 
but not our governmental efficiency. 
Citing the confusion that is caused 
by the various divisions and bureaus 
of our federal system, Dr. Pollock 
stated that one authority on the sub­ 
ject declares that $200,000,000 is lost 
each year through misplaced bureaus 
and the like. 
“We are beginning to 
improve in our municipal govern­ 
mental 
systems,” 
Dr. Pollock con­ 
tinued. 
Regarding the cost of our elections, 
the university professor showed that 
it cost four times more to elect 
mayor and the borough presidents in 
New York City than it costs the Ger­ 
man people to elect their congress. 
At the conclusion, the members ex­ 
pressed their hearty approval of his 
address. Dr. F. B. McAllister, former 
pastor of the First Baptist church of 
this city, was also present and on the 
request of the members offered a few 
words
